N  the  following  Index  opportunity  bas  been 
I  taken  to  correci  mifprints  wbere  tbey  are 
known.  Some  autbority  is  given  for  each 
hymn,  and  thofe  readers  who  wijh  to  Jtudy  the  fub- 
je£t  further  will  fee  by  the  conftant  references  to 
DanieVs  " Thefaurus  Hymnologicus"  to  Mone's 
u  Hymni  Latini  Medii  JEvi,"  to  Neales  "  Hymni 
Ecclejice"  to  Archbijhop  Trenchys  "  Sacred  Latin 
Poetry"  and  to  Mr.  Coutier  Biggs's  "  Hymns 
Ancient  and  Modern  Annotated"  that  much  more  is 
to  befound  in  thefe  and  other  books.  Althougb  on 
two  or  three  occafions  I  have  quoted  manufcript 
authority,  it  is  only  becaufe  tbe  firfi  copy  ofa  hymn 
has  come  to  me  direclly  from  fuch  a  fource,  and 
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not  becaufe  I  have  made  any  ferious  attempt  to 
fupplement  the  refearches  of  Neale,  Daniel,  or  the 
others.  At  the  fame  time  I  think  it  right  to  fay 
that  hoth  manufcript  and  printed  Breviaries  and 
colleftions  of  Hymns  have  been  examined,  and  that 
probably  any  one  who  has  gone  over  the  fame 
ground  will  agree  with  me  that  little  worth  glean- 
ing  from  the  well  garnered  field  now  remains  un- 
printed.  Thefecular  literature  ofLatin  rhyme  may 
pojfibly  prefent  fome  unexplored  nooks. 

The  texts  have  been  taken  from  either  the  Epi- 
jlle  or  the  Gofpel  for  the  day,  the  old  verfion,  gene- 
rally  from  a  Manufcript  Bible  of  the  thirteenth 
century,  being  ufed  in  preference. 

All  the  hymns  are  in  rhyme  with  the  exception 
of  two  by  Qardinal  Teter  Damiani,  in  which  the 
aflonance  approaches  rhyme  fo  nearly  as  to  make 
the  difference  immaterial.  I  have  been  obliged, 
with  regret,  to  omit  many  fine  unrhymed  hymns, 
including  thofe  known  as  Ambrofian,  thofe  of 
Frudentius,  and  thofe  ofVenantius.    A  large  fource 
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oj  the  fupplies  of  other  editors  being  tbus  cut  ojf, 
I  have  had  recourfe  to  the  kind  ajftftance  of  feveral 
modern  Jiudents  ofthe  rhymed  form  ofLatin  verfe, 
and  have  efpecially  to  thank  my  friend  Mr.  T.  G. 
Godfrey-Faujlett,  F.S.A.,  forjix  tranjlations  made 
exprejlly  for  the  "  Latin  Year."  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  before  long  a  complete  volume  may  iflue  from 
the  fame  pen.  Dr.  Kynaflon,  the  High  Majler  of 
St.  FauVs  School,  and  Mr.  Addington  Symonds, 
well  known  as  an  Englijh  poet,  have  aljo  favoured 
me  with  their  unpublijhed  pieces.  And  I  have  to 
acknowledge  the  kindnejl  of  Mr.  Gladjtone,  Mr. 
Beresford  Hope,  CanonFearfon  ofKnebworth,  Mr. 
Whiting,  and  Dr.  Tbornton,  for  leave  to  ufe  their 
tranjlations  already  printed  elfewbere.  My  warmefi 
thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Coutier  Biggs,  who  uncon- 
ditionally  placed  at  my  difpofal  the  colleclion  formed 
for  his  edition  of  "  Hymns  Ancient  and  Modern," 
including  his  own  tranjlations  of  Englijh  Hymns, 
and  who,  above  all,  bas  kindly  ajlijled  me  with  his 
advice  andwith  the  critical  care  and  fkilled  accuracy 
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to  which  any  meafure  of  completenejl  mufl  be  attri- 
buted.  I  have  alfo  to  acknowledge  the  kindnefs  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Purefoy  Qolles  in  making  copies  of 
feveral  hymns. 

Mr.  Kobert  Bateman  has  drawn  the  illuflrations 
on  vvood,  with  one  exception,  from  his  own  defigns. 
Our  acknowledgments  are  due  to  Mr.  R.  Spencer 
Stanhope  for  leave  to  ufe  afludy  ofhis  fine  piclure, 
the  "Wineprefl"  from  which  thefubje6i  ofthe  defign 
for  the  cut  facing  p.  59  is  derived.
